The Holy Father 
orders this collection to be taken up throughout the world, 
and it should exceed by far any collection gathered by an in- 
dividual missionary.

Boston Sessions 


'Sixty-Five Meetings 
'To Be Addressed By 
479 Participants 


Bgston, Oct. 25—Attracting one 
of the largest assemblies of Cath- 
‘olic prelates and laymen in the re- 
‘cent history of the nation, the 
‘eighth national congress of the 
'Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 
‘opened its five-day sessions here 
with upward of 14,000 delegates 
‘and their friends in attendance. 

A total of 65 sessions with 479 
participants has been programmed 
for the congress. There will be 196 
formal addresses; 97 talks by dis- 
cussion leaders; remarks by 69 
ehairmen and 65 presiding officers, 
and 46 demonstrative talks on 
methods of teaching religion. 


From all quarters of the Western 
Hemisphere and from several for- 
eign nations, some 100 members 
of the Hierarchy have arrived for 
‘the sessions. The theme of the 
| Congress is: “Religious Instruction 
—the Basic Need of the Peoples of 
the United Nations.” The theme 
will be developed through a five- 
fold program of activities—relig- 
ious education of Catholic elemen- 
tary school children not attending 
Catholic schools; religious instruc- 
jtions for Catholic youth of high 
‘school age not attending Catholic 
‘institutions; religious discussion 
‘clubs for adult groups; religious 
education of children by parents 
in the home, and instruction of 
non-Catholics.

It is twenty years this month 
that the feast of Christ the King 
was first observed after it was 
instituted by Pope Pius XI in 
1925. In instituting fhe feast of 
Christ the King, which was to be 
observed on the Sunday before 
the feast of All Saints—the last 
Sunday of October—Pope Pius 
wrote: “It’s celebration may not 
be limited to the clergy in their 
recitation of the Holy Mass and 
their Canonical Office, but the 
flock of the faithful should be at 
leisure to testify their fealty to 
their king in beautiful worship.” 
Christ is King of the universal 
Church which is comprised of 
His followers on earth, of its 
members in Purgatory and of its 
triumphant members in Heaven, 
It was natural, therefore, for the 
Pope to place the feast on the eve 
of All Saints and All Souls. 


When he instituted the feast 
Pope Pius referred to the “ma- 
terial-minded distracted world,” 
whose only hope of salvation is 
“the peace of Christ in the reign 
of Christ.’”’ That was, of course, 
fourteen years before the second 
World War, but the effeets of the 
first World War were still keenly 
felt all over the world.

New York, Oct. 21.—(NC)— 
Louis F. Budenz, former editor of 
the Daily Worker, who renounced 
communism to return to the Cath- 
olic Church, has identified an Aus- 
trian named Hans Berger as the 
person he earlier referred to in a 
radio broadcast as “the equivalent 
of a representative of the Com- 
munist International in the Uréted 
States.” 

Mr. Budenz declared that he 
would elaborate upon Mr. Berger's 
activities and connections when he 
is called before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 
Ernie Adamson, chief counsel for 
this committee, announced in 
Washington that he has invited the 
former communist editor to appear 
at a public hearing at a date con- 
venient to him.

Pleasantville, N. Y., Oct. 21— 
(NC)—The chief source of resis- 
tance to the communist regime in 
Yugoslavia is religion. Therefore 
the regime has undertaken a war 
against the Church. 

This statement is made by Bog- 
aan Raditsa, until recently chief 
of the foreign press section of the 
Ministry of Information of Mar- 
shal Tito’s government, writing in 
a forthcoming book, a condensation 
of which appears in the October is- 
sue of the Reader’s Digest pub- 
lished here. | 


“Virtually all Yugoslavs belong 
either to the Roman Catholic 
Church or the Eastern Orthodox 
Church,” the author states. “And

Mr. Raditsa was a high official 
in the Royal Yugoslav Government 
but resigned in 1943 to join the 
Democratic Federated Republic 
headed by Tito, because he be- 
lieved it would grant his country | 
more democracy. After serving 
in the Tito government for a while | 
he fled to the United States. 


He relates that the OZNA Yugo- | 
slav secret police, are arbitrarily, 
arresting and eliminating scores of | 
people, “whose only fault is non- | 
communism.”

The spokesman for Russia at the 
UN accuses every country but the 
right ones of persecuting minori- 
ties, of threatening a new war.

CARDIN AL BELLARMINE gives the definition of the Church 

which has been embodied in practically all Catechisms, as fol- 
lows: “The Church is a society of men on earth, united together by 
the profession of one and the self-same Christian faith, and the 
communion of the same Sacraments under the government of law- 
ful pastors, and especially of the Roman Pontiff.” 


Church Is Visible Everywhere 

You would not expect me to prove that the Church is a visible 
society. You see its service stations—parish churches and other 
institutions—everywhere, as the people of nearly every country 
have seen them from the day the Church emerged from the cata- 
combs. 

When Americans go to Europe or the Middle East as tourists 
they discover that three out of every four things listed by guides 
as worth seeing are the great Middle Age Cathedrals, Universities, 


used by the State, or by other religions to which the State trans- 
ferred them. The beautiful English Cathedral of Coventry, de- 
stroyed during the war, was one of these, as also are Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities, the artistic chapel built by St. Louis, 
King of France, the Church of Santa Sophia in Constantinople, 
now a Turkish mosque. These are only a few among hundreds. 
What is the chief theme of Christian writers for fifteen cen- 
turies if not the visible Church, the universal Christian society, 
whose members—every one of them—professed the same faith, re- 
ceived the same Sacraments and acknowledged the same Supreme 
Pontiff, the “Papa” or head of the universal flock of Christ? 
What did the ten Roman Emperors persecute if not that 
Church? What did the early century heathen philosophers: de-

Church Compared To A Kingdom 


The Bible would not make sense at all if the Church were not 
a visible institution. Christ speaks of building His Church. He 
compares it to a sheepfold of which He is the Shepherd; to a 
family; to a kingdom; to a city set on a mountain. For what pur- 
pose did He choose, instruct, and then send out His Apostles if not 
to convert individuals and then to unite them into one body? He 
commanded the people to “hear the Church.” He promised to be 
with His Church “all days” and to send the Holy Spirit to it to 
keep it in truth. 

St. Luke says that on Pentecost 3,000 “were added to the 
Church.” What does St. Paul mean when he writes: “We being 
many are one body, each one members of one another”? Or when 
he wrote that the Holy Spirit placed Bishops over the Church to 
rule it?

Standing Rebuke To Outsiders 


There can be only one explanation for the denial of a thing s¢ 
obvious, the visibility of the Church. That explanation is that the 
centuries-old visible and universal Church is a standing rebuke to 
those who refuse to become part of it. 

If the Church had not always been a visible institution, where 
was it at the time of the so-called Reformation, and how could it 
have been reformed? Do not most Protestants belong to a visible 
institution—and if they do not believe it to be the Church of 
Christ, what is to be thought of them? 

Those who deny the visibility of the Church contradict them- 
selves woefully, for most Protestants regard the Church as “the 
‘society of believers.” If it is a society, it is a corporation, a body, 
composed of many members, and every such body must have a 
head. There is no such thing as a society which has not a head. 
An invisible church could not even be recognized and, therefore, 
not found. If the Church were not visible it could not be deter- 
mined whether its members believed alike. If they did not, they 
‘could not all be members. 

Long before the coming of Christ the Prophet Daniel foretold 
‘that God would set up a kingdom that would never be destwoyed. 
‘The Bible tells us that “of Christ’s Kingdom there shall be no end.” 
Addressing Mary, the Archangel Gabriel said: “The Lord shall 
give unto Him the throne of David His Father, and He shall reign 
‘in the house of Jacob forever.” If Christ was to rule from a throne, 
He would rule over a visible kingdom. 


Dislike Won’t Remove Visible Church 


It may seem strange to you that this subject can be treated at 
all, because the visibility of the Church is so obvious, but thousands 
of Protestant ministers in the United States hold that religion is a 
‘concern between the individual alone and his God and that he needs 
‘to belong to no church nor to use any’intermediary to assist him in 
reaching Heaven. The Jehovah Witnesses, as zealous and fanatical 
as the Communists, attack the idea of organized religion, or a 
visible church. 

As unreasonable as is such doctrine it has an appeal to those 
who would like to remain out of the Church and to feel that they 
are just as secure as those who are members of it. In a hundred 
different ways people oppose their own reason by deciding accord- 
ing to their likes and dislikes. But one’s dislike for the Church will 
no more remove it from existence than the criminal’s dislike for 
the penitentiary will do away with it.

Gls Still Have 
Biggest Hearts 
In The World

Tokyo, Oct. 21—(NC)—On a 
crumpled piece of paper treas- 
ured by a Japanese orphan boy 
in Tokyo, a self-portrait of the 
American GI stands out. 


Fourteen-year-old Osamu Shi- 
mauchi once lived with his par- 
ents in Osaka. An air raid de- 
stroyed their home and _ they 
fied to Yokohama, where all ex- 
cept the boy perished in another 
raid. He made his way to Tokyo, 
and here an American soldier 
found him last winter in refugee- 
crowded Ueno station. The rest 
of his story can be gathered 
from the typewritten paper he 
carries in the pocket of his ¢cut- 
down khaki clothes. Addressed 
“To All Who May Be Con- 
cerned,” it reads: 


“This child is homeless, having 
lost his home, parents and broth- 
er in an air raid. The GI 
clothing he wears are his only 
possession in the world and were 
given to him by some kind-heart- 
ed MP who found him shivering 
in a railroad station, half-dead 
from hunger and cold. 


“He is alive today thanks only 
to the kindness of various Gls 
he encountered in the course of 
his aimless wanderings. 


“He worships all American 
GIs, especially MPs, so please 
don’t disillusion him by taking 
things away from him. Rules 
are rules, but what are rules 
against a human life? 


“Help him out, and do what- 
“ge you can for him. Thanks a 
ot.” 


The signature is simply “A 
Fellow-Gl.” The following is 
added: 


“This is a cettified true copy. 
This little fellow came wander- 
ing to one of the MPs at the 
New Kaijo building, looking for 
food and shelter. Our interpre- 
ter spoke to him and he produced 
the above note. The original 
was tattered and torn, so we 
typed him the copy. 


“Our outfit is moving out and it 
is impossible for us to take him 
with us. We feel as though we 
are leaving one of our own be- 
hind. We are keeping him here 
with us until it is time to depart, 
and then God only knows what 
will happen to him. We ask you 
GIs as one byddy to another. 
Please do all you can for him. 
Thank you all and God bless you 
always.” 


That is signed “Two Fellow-

ris, says: 

“It is hoped that when I go 
back home, some other GIs will 
take over where I leave off.

Give Him Time... 


But remember around last June and early July when so many of 
the boys were writing that Ted Williams was the greatest hitter of 
all time? Some of us old Ty Cobb fans and some of us old Babe 
Ruth fans admonished the boys to hold it a minute or two on Wil- 
liams. A great hitter, true enough, but didn’t Cobb lead the American 
league in hitting for eight straight years—the first eight years he was 
a lar, incidentally—and 12 of the first 18 years he played with 
the 
has never been tied or surpassed? 


As things turned out, Williams didn’t even win the batting 
championship of his own league, neither did he hit the most home 
runs in his league, nor did he bat in the most runs. He slumped 
off in the latter half of the season, that is, it was a “slump” for 
him, and lost all major batting titles to Mickey Venor of Washing- 
ton and Hank Greenberg of Detroit. Williams can play on my ball 
team any time, but let’s wait until he has led the league in hit- 
ting eight times in a row and has hit more than 60 home runs in 
one season before we call him the greatest hitter the gathe has 
ever seen. 


Fellows like Cobb and Ruth, to name only two, are going to be 
hard ones for players of the present and future to beat. 


Some Inaceuracies Noted... 


Recently a ge eons! circulated magazine carried an article about 
big time colle@e football, starting with a picture of Frank Leahy, 
Notre Dame coach,.on the cover. The general tenor of the article 
and some of its inaccuracies don’t bother me much, but the author 
of it puts direct quotations into the mouth of Leahy which he never, 
at any time or under Any circumstances uttered. Perhaps some of you 
read the article in question. 


“Besides perfectly conditioned beef and brawn,” says one paragraph 
of the article, “Leahy can count on some help from the far side- 
lines—from nuns in convents, whose Saturday radio-side ‘prayers go 
something like this: ‘God’s will be done ... but if it doesn’t make 
any difference let Notre Dame win.’” 


Now, I haven’t. any doubt but that the prayers from SOME nuns 
are far more specific than that, but it is the reply the magazine 
writer attributed to Leahy which aroused the coachi’s resentment. 


“The prayers work better when the players are big,” is supposed to 
have been Leahy’s-comment on the nuns’ ‘prayers. 


Nothing ever was mentioned about nuns, or prayer, or the size 
of ewes throughout the interview which, incidentally, was held in 
Leahy’s home and extended until late in the night. 


“Leahy’s abolition of the Rockne shift amounted to heresy 
at Notre Dame,” says another paragraph; which was news to me. 
“But one Father; plain talking Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, now Notre 
Dame’s president, came to his aid: ‘A man is a real success when 
“% knows what God wants him to do and has the discipline to do 
dy ? 


Don’t you get.the impression that Father Cavanaugh’s words 
were spoken in defense of Leahy when the latter abandoned the 
Rockne shift for the present T-formation? Obviously, that is the 
effect the magazine meant the comment to have, yet those words 
—— by Father Cavanaugh were lifted by the magazine from 
the text of a sermon he delivered to the incoming class of fresh- 
men at Notre Dame last month, and they had nothing whatever to 
do with Leahy or the change in football systems. 


But the magazine saved the 
eoncluding paragraph, to wit: 


“Leahy, who likes to do things his way, would rather have Lujack. 
But if something should happen to Lujack? Then, says Leahy, ‘I 
guess we could send a wire to the Pope.’” 
My only comment on that, after hearing the coach when he read 
t. is to advise that magazine writer to stay as far away from 
uth Bend in the future as possible. 
_ “What can a fellow do to prevent things like that?” Leahy asked 
a listener -vho did not take the whole thing quite as seriously as did 
the coach, who, after all, however, had been made to say things that 
mever even entered his mind. 
“Just lose three or four games every year, Frank, and you'll 
never be bothered by magazine writers,” was the reply.

Archbishop Stepinac’s aid to refu- 
gee Jews in Croatia and protesting 
his “persecution,” Mr. Calderon re- 
ceived prolonged applause when he 
called for the cessation of “all eco- 
nomic aid” from the United States 
to Yugoslavia. He declared that 
Tito “should be branded as an out- 


q law by the Congress of the United 


States.” 
Referring briefly to the Trieste 
scttlement, Mr. Calderon, who 


served in the OSS in Italy during 
the war, urged the United States 
Government to repudiate any 
transfer of population to Tito with- 
out plebiscite, quoting a provision 
from the Atlantic Charter which 
provides for a plebiscite before 
such transfer. 

Speakers of all groups empha- 
sized that protest of the Zagreb 
trial and conviction ‘was not a re- 
ligious issue but a threat to de- 
mocracy and the freedoms for 
which Americans fought the war. 


A few hours before the meeting, 
Pelham Post No. 50, American Le- 
gion, withdrew from sponsorship 
of the meeting because, according 
to Archibald Schouler, Commander- 
elect, “The Legion does not inter- 
est itself in anything of a relig- 
ious or political nature.” 

Mr. Breier recounted in detail 
aid given to refugees from Nazi 
persecution by Archbishop Stepinac 
from 1934 to the present; His de- 
fiance of a nazi decree that Jews 
in Croatia be tagged with yellow, 
and his operation of a home for 
Jewish aged and sick after the 
nazis had arrested the Jewish 
staff. He then paid tribute to “the 
tremendous soul of Archbishop 
Stepinac, a man of God.” 


“He was one of the very few 
men in Europe who stood up 
against nazi tyranny at a time 
when it was difficult and danger- 
ous to do so,” Mr. Breier said. 
“One cannot be worthy of the 
name American unless one pro- 
tests this outrage against him. He 
has stood for justice, for decency, 
for love of fellow man and for the 
dignity of the human soul. Let us 
carry his spirit with us when we 
leave this meeting.” 

Calling Archbishop Stepinac “a 
symbol of the freedom we have 
and hoped other peoples would 
have,” Mr. Chenery declared that 
while the United States has no 
desire to impose its ways on other 
people, its citizens “do have the 
moral right to uphold our prin- 
ciples.” 

Archbishop Stepinac was im- 
prisoned for his Faith,” the pub- 
lisher continued. “We have a duty 
to express our objection to this 
act of tyranny. We stand for re- 
ligious liberty. It is important that 
we should send our message across 
the seas. It will be well if we can
